Upham says he haS 4) mynication 


HE text of President Wil- 
Tvone proposal! to the miners 
follows: 

“T have watched with deep 
concern the deveiopments in the 
bituminous coal strike and am 
convinced there is much confu- 
sion in the minds of the people 
generally and possibly of both 
parties to this unfortunate con- 
troversy as to the attitude and 
purpose of the Government in its 
handling of the situation. 

“The mine owners offered *a 
wage increase of 20 per cent, 
conditioned, however. upon the 
Price of coal being raised to an 
amount sufficient to cover this 
proposed increase of wages, 
which would have added at least 
$50,000,000 to the annual coal 
bill of the people. 

“The Fuel Administrator, in 
the light of present conditions, 
has taken the position, and I 
think with entire justification, 
that the public is now paying as 
high prices for coal as it ought 
to be required to pay and that 
any wage increase made at this 
time ought to come out of the 
profits of the coal operators. 

14 Per Cent Increase. 
reaching this conclusion, 
the Fuel Administrator ex- 
pressed the personal opinion 
that the 14° per cent increase in 
all mine wages is reasonable, 
because it would equalize the 
migers’ wages on the average 
with the cost of living. but he 
made it perfectly clear that the 
operators and miners are at 
liberty to agree upon a large in- 
crease provided the operators 
will pay it out of their profits, 
so that the price of coal woutd 
remain the same. 

The Secretary of Labor, in an 
effort at conciliation between 
the parties, expressed his per- 
sonal opinion in favor of a larger 
increase. His effort at concilia- 
tion fatled, however, because the 
coal operators were unwilling to 
pay the scale he proposed unles# 
the Government would advance 
the price of coal to the public 
and this the Government was 
unwilling te do. 

The Fuel Administrator had 
also suggested that a tribunal be 
created in which the miners and 
operators would be equally rep- 
resented to consider further 
questions of wages and working 
conditions, as well as profits of 
operators and proper prices for 
coal. I shall, of course, be glad 
to aid in the formation of such 
a tribunal. 

Agreement by Operators. 

“IT understand the operators 
have generally agreed to absorb 
an increase of 14 per cent in 
wages so that the public 
would pay not to exceed tke

Text of President’s Proposal 
for Ending the Coal Strike 


* Administrator, and thus a way 
is opened to secure the coal of 
which the people stand In need, 
if the miners will resume work 
on these terms pending a thor- 
eugh investigation by an im- 
partial commission which may 
readjust both wages and prices. 

“By the acceptance of such a 
plan, the miners are assured im- 
mediate steady employment at a 

. Substantial increase in wages, 
and are further assured prompt 
investigation and action upon 
questions which are not now 
settled to their satisfaction. I 
must belleve that, with a clear 
understanding of these points, 
they will promptly return to 
work. 


“If, nevertheless, they. persist 
in remaining on strike, they will 
put themselves in an attitude of 
Striking in order to force .the 
Government to increase the 
price of coal to the public, so as 
to give a still further increase in 
wages at this time rather than 
allow the question of a further 
increase in wages to be dealt 
with in an orderly manner by a 
fairly constituted tribunal rep- 
resenting all parties involved. 

Government Would Aid. 

No group of our people can 
justify such a position, and the 
miners owe it to themselves, 
their families, their fellow work- 
inen in other industries and to 
their country to return to work. 

“Immediately upon a general 
resumption of mining, I shall be 
clad to aid in the prompt for- 
mation of sucl? a tribunal as I 
have indicated to make further 
inquiries into this whole matter 
and to review not only the rea- 
sonableness of the wages at 
which the miners start to work 
but also the reasonableness of 
the Government prices for coal. 
Such a tripunal sheuld within 
60 days make its report, which 
could be used as a basis for 
negotiation for a wage agree- 
ment. I must make it clear, 
however, that the Government 
cannot give its aid to any such 
further inWwestigation until there 
is a general resumption of 
work. 

“T ask every individual miner 
to give his personal thought t»% 
what I say. I hope he. undcr- 
stands fully that he will be huri- 
ing his own interest and the in- 
terest of his family and will be 
throwing countless other jabor- 
ing men out of employmeni if he 
shall continue the presert strik, 
ane] further, that he will create 
an unnecessary and unfor u- 
nate prejudice against organized 
labor which will be injurious to 
the best interests of working- 
men everywhere,
